PETROQRAD. July 87.—Further

tured.

LONDON, July 27.—Disorder be- 


came so great in the house of com- 
mons that the sitting had to be sus- 
pended. 
The tumult was precipi- 


tated by Lawrence Ginnell, an Irish 
nationalist member who started the 
uproar by shouting criticism of the 
government over Its conduct in the 
Irish situation. 
Ginnell was order- 


ed to withdraw from the chamber 
for disorderly conduct and was or- 
dered suspended from service in the 
house but refused to leave. 


Pandemonium followed in which 


the speaker could not make himself 
heard. 


It was then that the sitting was 


suspended. 


During the suspension 
the ser- 


geant-at-arms,,accompanied by four 
attendants, approached Ginnell with 
the evident intention of ejecting him 
by force 
*• 


At this juncture A. A. Lynch, an- 


other Irish nationalist and others 
interceded and after some argument 
persuaded Ginnell 
to leave peace- 


ably. The session was then resum- 
ed. 


ROME, July 27.—A squadron of 


Italian aircraft after a long flight 
across the Adriatic, bombarded the 
Albanian port of Durazzo which is 
now held by the Austro-Hungarians, 
it wag officially 
announced today. 


Aeroplane hangars and the harbor 
works were shelled.

His little brother Robert, aged 


five years, 
escaped

scratches, and the chauffer, Charles 
Young, 20, was severely bruised. 


The boys left the garage owned 


by their father about 6:30, in com- 
pany with Young, who has been in 
the employ of the elder Schnegg tor 
two years. He had delivered some 
merchandise to a farmhouse south- 
west of Bluffton and was returning 
when the accident happened. 


About two miles from Bluffton on 


the Lima road, the right rear wheel 
of the machine broke down, just at 
a point where a curve adds to the 
difficulty of driving 
The car pitch- 


ed to the side and skidded into the 
ditch, turning completely over. 


The bojs were both in the front 


seat with 
Young. 
Robert 
was 


thrown from the machine as it turn- 
ed over, and 
escaped 
with a few 


slight scratches and bruises 
Young 


was bruised in many parts of the 
body, but 
not 
seriously. 
Oliver, 


however, was 
buried 
under the 


weight ot the wreck and was killed 
instantly 
His chest was crushed 


and mo^t of the ribs broken, only 
his head remaining unhurt 
The 


machine 
was 
almost 
completely 


wrecked.

Schnegg stated this morning that 


the accident was due entirely to the

No dream, however beautiful,

State Examiners Report 


Railways Have Under- 


Reported Earnings. 


COLUMBUS. O., 
July 27.—'More 


than a million dollars in taxes are 
to be demanded 
by the state tax 


commission from 
the railways of 


the state as a result of an 'investi- 
gation now nearly completed. The 
taxes to be demanded will he the 4 
per cent on earnings of the systems 
on intrastate business. 


Examiners who have been work- 


ing on the books of the large lines 
report that during the years from 
1911 to the present, the railways 
have not reported accurately the to- 
tal of money earned by the lines In 
the state and that many millions of 
earnings of that sort have been un- 
covered by tbe examiners. 


There has been filed the report of 


the examiners charging that in re- 
porting intrastate earnings the Erie 
railway under-reported its Ohio busi- 
ness by $6,486,722; the Baltimore 
& Ohio by $8.381,121, and the New 
York Central lines by $8,939,109. 


This is more 
than $24,000,000 


and the 4 per cent tax of the state 
would mean a payment of back taxes 
of app'rovimately one million dollars 
on the present findings. There are 
still other railroad lines to be ex- 
amined and the total of taxes claim- 
ed indicate, are well above the mil- 
lion mark. 


The hearings are to be started 


shortly and the railways will con- 
test the correctness of the findings 
of the expert examiner who has done 
the work for the state. 


There are strong 
indications the 


railway 
managers 
will 
contest 


strongly the payment of so large a 
sum in addition to what they have 
paid in each of the years.

sists of a summary comparing the 
figures for 1908 and-191.4, by totals, 
prepared -und«js the direction of Mr. 
William M. Steuart, chief statistician 
for manufactures. 


The figures are preliminary and 


subject to such change and correc- 
tion as may be found necessary from 
a further examination of the orig- 
inal reports. 


The census of 1914, like that of 


1909, 
with reference 
to manufac- 


tures, excluded the hand trades, the 
building trades, and the neighbor- 
hood industries, and took account 
only of 
establishments conducted 


under the factory system. 
In the 


last census, also, as in that for 1909, 
statistics were not collected for es- 
tablishments having 
products for 


the census year valued at less than 
$500, except that reports were tak- 
en for establishments idle during a 
portion of the census year, or which 
began operation during that year 
and whose products for such reason 
were valued at less than $500.

disaster to both 
countries; for 
it 


would not have forwarded any pur- 
pose or plan, but would simply nave 
been bad feeling run to bloodshed. 
It would have been a permanent blot 
upon the record of Pan-American re- 
lations. It is generally known that 
during the emergency, repeated of- 
fers of mediation 
came from vari- 


ous Latin-American 
governments; 


and that the best newspapers In 
South America expressed 
the hope 


tbat peace could 
be preserved for 


the sake of the Pan-American spirit. 
It Is not so generally.known that 
the corps of Latin-American diplo- 
mats in Washington were an active 
force in preserving peace.

knowledge of what transpired 
in 


Washington following 
the Carrizal 


Incident states 
that Ignaclo 
Cal- 


deron, minister from 
Bolivia, and 


dean of tho

from Europe 
of the broad-minded 


spirit of 
conciliation 
which 
has 


grown up in 
the New World, and 


which helped to avert bloodshed and 
disaster when both seemed unavoid- 
able. Men have been honored with

for writing books on

between nations exhausted by war.

The moat famous,

most picturesque incident 
in the

tion, is the one which, brought into 
being the "Christ 
of the Andes." 


Chili and the Argentine were on tho 
verge of war over a border dispute. 
Certain broad-minded statesmen in 
the former country 
determined to 


avert the bloodshed which they be- 
lieved 
was unnecessary. 
But feel- 


ing was running 
high and the ro- 


mance and lust of war had blinded 
both people. 
The 
loaders 
knew 


the character 
of their people, and 


realized that something as spectac- 
ular and stirring 
as war 
itself 


•would be 
necessary 
to avert It. 


Wherefore, it happened 
that 
the 


brabs cannon of the Chilean army 
were molted, nnd cast into an he- 
roic figure of the Saviour. This was 
erected upon the disputed boundary 
as a message of peace and good will 
to tho enemies of Chili.
